Americans With Interests in 


Mexico Seek to Discredit 


Obregon Regime.

Washington. — All the various lnflu 


ences which managed to keep the re 
latlons between the Wilson adminis 
tratlon and Mexico in an atmosphere 
of controversy, mutual suspicion, pro 
paganda and selfishness 
interfering 


•with the efforts of the two govern- 
ments to get together, are at work 
again trying this tune to prevent the 
Harding administration from 
reach- 


ing an understanding with the Obre- 
gon government. 


It is true that the conditions laid 


down by Secretary Colby as a step 
toward recognition are in the main 
what the new administration 
here 


wants to see accepted. If the two gov 
ernments, however, were the only fac 
tor in the situation, the solution might 
be worked out amicably. But certain 
American interests impatient to force 
the hand of both Washington 
and 


Mexico City are determined to show 
fir-n. Obregon that unless he comes in- 
to line the same process of disintegra 
tion will j.et in as managed to weaken 
the Carranza government. 
Notwith- 


standing the fact that conditions in 
Mexico are greatly 
improved over 


what they were during the Carranza 
regime and are closer to the status 
of things in 1910 than they have been 
since Diaz held power, the impression 
•sought to bo created is that Mexico 
is back in the same stages of anarchy 
as she was four or five years ago. 


Don't Want Revolution 


Such discussions as the 
Harding 


cabinet has had on matters of foreign 
policv have been characterized by a 
d»sire to help Mexico by evolution 
rather than revolution. There is not 
the slightest ground for believing that 
the Harding administration woold 
countenance counter - revolutionary 
propaganda if it were ra & position to 
control it and the danger to the rela- 
tions of the two countries today Ja that 
impressions sent out broadcast con- 
cerning state department policy are 
apt to be accepted as authoritative 
when such is not the case. 


The trouble seems to be, of course, 


that President Obregon is sparring. 
HP believes possibly that recognition 


come in the natural course with 


out accepting the conditions laid down 
by the United States. Ho is willing 
to assent to the desires of the United 
States unofficially but 
unwilling to 


record those pledges on paper in the 
form of a treaty. He contends that 
the anti-American feeling in Mexico 
i« still strong enough to unseat him 
politically if he appears to be yielding 
to the United States. 


Promises Vataefam 


However that may be, tho Obregon 


government is suffering now from the 
fact that the oral pledges of the Car- 
ranza government, indeed their paper 
promises proved valueless and 
the 


great body of Americans who have in- 
terests in Mexico insist that this time 
something substantial shall be given 
as a guarantee that the lives as well 
as property of Americans will bo safe- 
guarded. The United States govern- 
ment probably will not alter ita deter- 
mination to insist cm that guarantee 
and the Obregon government may In- 
deed be weakened if it fails to get the 
moral and economic backing which 
romes from recognition by tho United 
States, but. on the other hand, such 
a result might come naturally. The 
"Washington government wflt never be 
in a position of having encouraged 
Obregon's overthrow even Indirectly. 


Practically all tho European 
gov- 


ernments hare indicated 
to 
MexWo 


that until tho United States extends 
recognition it woold be impolite for 
them to act- This had been tradition- 
al policy. Washington is indeed the 
key to the Mexican situation, and 
American bankers stand ready to as- 
sist Mexico In refunding her debts the 
moment a favorable nnderstandlag is 
reached between the 
Harding and 


Obregon administration*.

If there is 
one thing above all others which the farm- 
er must rnakc'himself independent of. it 
is the Board of Trade and gambling m 
grain futures. 
That institution is his 


worst enemy. He has never profited by it 
and ne\er will unless it is conducted on a 
different basis. 


The farmer can beat the grain gamblers 


and control his industry only by cooper- 
ative organization. Legislation may help 


him. 
but it cannot cure the evils from 


which he is suffering. It is his inherent 
right to enjoy the fruits of his labor, and 
he°will only do that when he places him- 
self in a position to sell his products for 
what they are worth and with the profits 
that should accrue to him from the p-ice 
paid by the consumer. 
The public will 


support and approve the objects of the 
conference at Chicago, and it is to be 
hoped that out of it will be evolved or- 
ganization which will make agriculture 
truly the master of its own destiny and 
subject to no artificial influences that im- 
pede it.s prosperity and progress.
